This Piece of Gold Has An Interesting 
} Record 

Albert Almon, the well-known col- 
‘lector of Louisburg relics and other 
articles of antiquarian int .rest, show- 
‘ed The Montreal Gazette a Srench 
;eold coin of 1780, worth probably be- 
jtween $10 and $15 for the gold in it, 
‘aside from {ts historical interest, 


which formed part of the treasure in! 


ja ship whicih was lost shortly after 
‘that date at Point Micheau, Richmond 
| County.

inscription: Chrs. Regn, Vine. ‘Iimp- 
er. with the date 1780. The init'al 
T below the heraldic device would in- 
dicate that the coin was 
The history of this coin is an in- | 
About the year of the | 
first seige of Louisburg, a French 
gun boat left France with $7,500,fi000 
of gold coin to pay the troops and 
all other expenses which were stand- 
ing for some time in Loutsburg. On 
nearing the Cape Breton coast a flerce 
storm arose and drove the little ship 
off her course towards Point Mich- 
ean (which name is a corruption of 
Poin Micheau, after this ship, which | 
was named St. Michael). The ship} 
stranded on a reef at Point Micheau | 
known as Gros Bos (big rock). All 
the crew were lost. The gold was in 
oak kegs bound with copp.: or brass 
hoops. 

That the story of the loss of this 
treasure ship was true was shown in 
the year 1900, when a big storm swept’; 
over this shore and a plece of oak) 
keel 40 feet long, with copper bolts, 
came ashore, Further proof was 
given by the finding of many gold! 
coins on the western beach, one man 
finding six coins. This created much 
interest in the Point Micheau gold, so} 
went there. The 
beach was plowed and dragged, but no 
more gold was got at the time | 

The piece owned by Mr. Almon was 
found last June and and owned’ by | 
Mr. Taylor. It was obtained through | 
Wm. M. Murphy of Point Micheau. 
The coins were all of gold, dated 1725 
to 1780, Mr. Almon states that in 
his French histories mention has been 


gold for Louisburg, and he thinks 
that through further study the story | 
of this ship could be secured in full 
detail in some of the histories or 
from the French navy records.

as evidenced by the firures in the Statement presented. The prosperity of 
the country 
ted the employment of its funds to unusual advantage throughout the year, 
resulting in earnings sufficient to enable the Directors to distribute a bonus 
of 2 per cent. in addition to the usual dividend of 12 per cent. 

‘To meet the general expansion of business in Canada, in which this Bank 
continues to purticipate, your Directors decided to issue to the Shareholders 
of record of the 15th of February, 1913, a further $1,000,000 of new Capital 
Stock, at a premium of 100. 

This issue is a part of the $5,000,000 of new stock authorized by the 
Shareholders at the Annual Meeting of the 26th January, 1910, and duly 
‘approved by the ‘Treasury Board at Ottawa. Particulars of this allotment 
will be given forthwith to the Shareholders by circular. When payment 


of this issue has been made in full the paid-up Capital of the Bank will 


amount to $6,000,000, and of the total Authorized Capital of $10,000,000 | 


there will rermain unissued $4,000,000. 

Owing to the growing importance of the Bank's business the Directors 
considered it advisable to recommend an increase, in their number from nine 
to eleven, and a by-law will be submitted to you covering this change. 

You will also be asked to give your sanction to a by-law increasing 
the remuneration of the Directors, made necessary by these additions to 
the Hoard. 

In connection with Bank Premises the year just closed was one of 
unusual importance, several transactions of great moment having been 
brought to completion. 

You were informed at the annual meeting in 1911 of the purchase of 
the property on the Northeast corner of King and Yonge Streets, Toronto, 
for the purposes of Head Office premises, as your directors were at that 
time unable to acquire sufficient land immediately adjoining the present 
site. Last year, however, they succeeded in purchasing the property directly 
south of that now occupied, and extending to Melinda Street. A sale of the 
northenst corner was subsequéntly effected at a satisfactory price. 

Pians have been prepared. and it is the intention to begin active opera- 
tions at an early date for the erection of a building that should meet the 
Bank’s requirements for many years to come. 

Necessary outlays have been made for improvements to several offices 
alren¢y ostablished, for new Branches opened, and for the purchase of the 
premises which the Bank has for many years occupied at the corner of 
Queen and Sherbourne Streets, Toronto, and at Oshawa, Ont. 

Sites were also secured at West Toronto, Edmonton South (formerly 
Strathcona), Elmwood (Winnipeg), and additional property was acquired 
adjoining our Windsor, Ont., Branch. 

Branches of the Bank were opened in 1912 as follows ;—In Ontario— 
Dupont and Christie Streets, Roncesvalles and High Park Avenues, Dufferin 
Street and Lappin Avenue, Dufferin Street and St. Clair Avenue, Toronto; 
By-Ward Market Branch, Ottawa; and Port Arthur. 

In the Western Provinces—Swift Current, Moose Jaw (South Hill 
Branch), Saskatchewan; Edmonton (First Street Branch). Calgary (River- 
side Branch), Alberta; North Vancouver, British Columbia. 

New Dundee and Malton, Ont., and Wawota, Sask., Branches were 
closed in 1912. 

Every Branch of the Bank has been inspected during the year by Head 
Office officials, speciaTly qualified for such duties, and, as is customary, the 
Balance Sheet of the 31st December, 1912, including the Cash Assets and 
Investments of the Institution, has been verified by a Committee of your 
Directors.

The letter to Premier Asquith pro- 
ceeds as follows:

We wish the people of Great Britain 
to distinctly understand that we have 
no desire to place any additional bur- 
den on the British consumer for our 
benefit. We believe that any pre- 
ference given to wheat from the over 
geas Dominions will simply result in 
an increased cos: to the British con- 
sumer. We are quite willing to face 
the world’s competition in the Brii- 
ish market and are anxious only that 
British manufacturers should be given 
free access to the Canadian markets. 
Concluding, Premier Asquith sald’

}4; compare vil, 11) 

It was over two months longer be- 

fore the tops of the mountains were 
seen and forty days more before Noah 
sent forth a raven and a dove, Tue 
raven, being an unclean bird, could 
| Feat on any dead carcass and there 
were no doubt plenty floating about. 
|The dove, being a clean bird, found 
ino resting place and returned to the 
lark. These birds are suggestive of 
| two classes of people—those who can 
|rest on and enjoy all dead things 
j|and those who find rest only in 
| Christ, the true ark. The Holy Spir- 
jit in the form of a dove found Hia 
first perfeet resting place in Christ. 
| Yet He cames to such as we are, sins 
ners who find refuge in our ark, Jesus 
Christ, and He condescends to dwell 
in us and abide with us and reveal 
| Christ to us and through us. In 
Noah and the story of the ark we see 
| perfect obedience, for he did accord- 
jing to all that God commanded him 
| (chapters vi, 22; vii, 5). 

The Lord called him tn and shut 
| him in, and although the waters were 
idried up from off the earth in a little 

less than eleven montis from the 
time that Noah entered the ark, he did 
| not leave the ark until fully twelve 
}months and seventeen days had 
| passed (chapters vii, 10, . and viil 
113, 14), and then not until Ged spake 
| unto him, saying: Go forth from the 
lark (viii, 15,16). <A life of obedience 
to the word of God and res: in the 
will of God is possible to every true 
child of God. Notice Noah's altar 
junto the Lord and his burnt offering 
tand the Lord's acceptance of it. He 
{was the Lord's own, of the line of 
| Abel, trnly redeemed, seeing his own 
| sinfulness and trusting in redemption 
land acceptance only by the blood of 
{the sacrifice. He was an heir of the 
righteousness which is by faith and 
| by his faith and obedience condemned 
the world (Hebj xi, 7). The world 
‘does not Hke to be condemned. 

| In chapter ix, 1, 7, we see, as every- 
[ivecer se that the blessing of the Lord 
meant fruitfulness, multiplication and 
I am often reminded of 
| Prov. x, 22, R.V., “The blessing of 
{the Lord maketh rich, and toil addeth 
| nothing thereto,” As in silvation, 
| 80 in service, all must be of the Lord, 
}and apart from Him all is vain, use- 
/less, nothing. This is the first time 
| that we find an altar mentioned in 
| the Bible, but the first sacrifice is seen 
‘in Gen, fi, 21. Both altar and sac- 
rifice point on to Golgotha, where by 
the sacrifiee of Himself He purged 
our sins (Heb, 1, 3; ix, 11-14). 

In this record of the deluge and in 

connection with the ark we have the 
first mention of a covenant (v1, 17), 
and in our lesson chapter the coven- 
ant is mentioned just seven times. A 
covenant generally required two part- 
jes and if either failed the covenant 
fell through. This, however, is an 
unconditional covenant in which God 
assumes all the responsibility and 
says what He will do or will not do 
for His own sake, because He is God 
He calls it “My covenant" and “the 
everlasting, covenant” (15, 16), in 
which He assures Noah that fe wilt 
never again destroy the carth with a 
| flood of water. 
' Then He graciously calls Noah's at- 
tention to the bow in the cloud, say- 
ing: “Il do set My bow in the cloud, 
and in condescension to our weikness 
He says: “I will look upon it that L 
may remember’ (verses 13, 16). On 
the same line of thought He says to 
Israel: “Put me in remembrance; let 
us plead together” (Isa. xill, 26). The 
rainbow ix mentioned in the Bible on 
just four different occasions, here and 
in Ezek. 1, Rev, iv and x, and four 
is the great world number 

In Rev. iv, it is a green rainbow, 
which is very suggestive for several 
reasons, one being that green is 
earth’s prominent color, and He is 
there seen taking possession of the 
aarth in connection with a purification 
by judgment. Peter tells us that as 
water the world that now is, is reserv- 
ed into fire, but we look for new heav- 
ens and a new earth wherein dwelleth 
righteousness (II Pet. ili, 5-12). He 
also tells us in the same chapter that 
many will seoff at these things, as 
no doubt they seoffed at Noah's pre 
diction of « deluge, but the day of the 
Lord will come as a thief in the nignt
